Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 5/29/2007, with respect to the Office Action 
mailed 2/27/2007 have been fully considered. Since new rejections are being made, this is a second 
NonFinal Office Action. 

Specification 

The objection of the title of the invention is withdrawn based on the amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the appUcant regards as his invention. 

The rejection of Claim 12 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for not 
reciting the reagents needed to complete the reaction is withdrawn based on the amendment. 

The rejection of claims 19 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
diabetes is withdrawn based on the cancellation of said claim. 

The rejection of claims 18 and 19 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement is withdrawn based on the cancellation of said claims.

Claims 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "-(CH2)n-0-R^-" in the definition of R^. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7, the last and second to the last line, recites the limitation, " . . .and a group of formula 

-(CH2)n-R^, wherein n is an integer from 0 to 4 and R^ is an aryl group" in the definition of R"*. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 8, in the last line on page 7, recites the limitation, "... optionally substituted by one or 
more groups of formula -(CH2)n-R^" in the definition of R"* and R^. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 8, in lines 2-6 on page 8, recites the limitation, "... wherein each of the alkyl chains in 

these R^ substituents is independently optionally substituted by one or more further substituents 
chosen from a group of formula -(CH2)n-R*', and hydroxy, halogen, alkoxy, alkylthio, amino, 
monoalkylamino and diafkylamino groups; wherein each of the R*' groups is independently chosen 
fi"om each other." There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim 
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Double Patenting 

The rejection of claims 1-13, 15, 18 and 19 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claiml-20 and 22-28 of copending Application No. 10481728 
is withdrawn based on the terminal disclaimer filed and the abandonment of the copending 
Application.
